1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1-19 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach an optical- 
wireless hybrid transmission system comprising 

...a polarization-coupling part which orthogonal-polarization-couples said second 
single-mode optical signal with said third single-mode optical signal while adjusting 
polarization directions and optical powers of two waves so as to make the polarization 
directions orthogonal and the optical powers identical, and outputs a resulting 
polarization-coupled optical signal, in which the center frequencies fci, fc2, and f C3 of 
said first, second, and third single-mode optical signals are controlled so as to satisfy 

|fci-fc2| = |fRF±f|Fl| 
|fci-f C3|=|f RF±f IF2I 

where f rf is a frequency of said RF signal and f ifi and f if2 are prescribed intermediate 
frequencies; and said first single-mode optical signal is transmitted to said base station 
as said optical carrier signal and said polarization-coupled optical signal is output to said 
optical receiver....
